With a Raiding Party 


of Trench Raid and 
Some Methods 


The papers are-full of accounts of 


trench raids soldiers in: France -liave |” 


participated in; Yet there are. very 
few People who know. what a trench 
raid is or how it-is executed. Here is 
a description of one by Capt.’R..W. 
Simmie, in -a © United States news- 
paper. Captain Simmie -joincd © the 
Canadian army in) 1914, He © was 
wounded three times—once at Som- 
me—and was sent to Amcrica to take 
charge of recruiting. : 

“The main. purpose, of a trench 
raid,” said Captain Simmie, “is to se- 
cure prisoners. from whom’ we can 
obtain information as to the strength 
and the numbers of the regiments op- 
posing us. A raid is, accomplished 
under cover of night. The raiding 
party usually consists of four  sec- 
tions, of ten or twelve men, cach in 
command of a lieutenant. , 

“Before any of the men dare to 
venture forth undcr battle conditions 
they are schooled rigidly behind the 
lines in an exact’ knowledge of. the 
outlay of the land... From pictures 
aviators have taken, the German 
trenches are reconstructed and the 
nicn practice jumping into. them front 
all angles so that- when the crucial 
moment comes they will fight with 
the confidence that knowledge of 
their surroundings: give. . 


“When everything is in readiness, 
the men’s faces and bayonets. are 
blackenéd, This is to prevent any 


light reflecting from. them. and also 
2S a means of recognition. One-man 
‘knows that his black-faced, neighbor 
is a fricnd and not’a. foe. ' 

“The sections go out, over the par- 
apet one at a time, through the lanes 
in their own -barb wire © that have 
been cut for them, Following. their 
lieutenant they* walk into-No* Man’s 
Land crouching, preparing to fall flat 
or’ remain motionless when a _. star 
shell is shot up near them. It is only 
through absolute | immobility that 
one can escape defection in the burn- 
ing white-light of a star: shell: 

“The Germans usually discover us 
‘before we reach their wires... Our 
lbombers. then throw . grenades into 
the German. trench and we all. fall 
flat and wait. for them to explode. 
One of the sections- has «brought 
along stiles painted the color of the 
earth. These are thrown over the 
German wire and the men run over 
them and ‘jump into the trench right 
on top of. Fritz, % “ah 

“Tlie four sections all have diffcr- 
ent dutics to perform. The leading 
section gocs up the: trench about 
fifty or seventy-five “yards and-puts 
in-a block of barbed wire to prevent 
re-enforcements from. coming up. 
The next section goes down the 
communicating trenches. and _ per- 
forms the same-operation. The third 
section. bombs the Germans ~ from 
their. dugouts: . The ‘other, . section’s 
business is to-look: out for the sal- 
vage of captured, machine guns. and 
other arms. It takes care: of. the 
prisoners that must. be. taken: back. 
It also sces that every wounded Ger- 
man is killed. This sounds very bru- 
tal, but: it. is: an absolute necessity. 
When so few men are’ trying. to 
stand ‘off a. battalion of the, encmy 
they cannot afford to be hampered 
with wounded men. Unless the Ger- 
mans are badly wounded—in « which 
case we. do not molest them—they 
will fire on. our men and prevent our 
raid being: successful. 

“We try to take some prisoners 
back with us, but if this is not pos- 
sible we cut off their shoulder. straps 
with. the: number ‘of their regiments 
on them. In this way. our command- 
ingofficers can tell what kind | of 
troops are opposing us. A successful 
raid denioralizes the enemy and gives 
our men a decided advantage if they 
desire to attack.”

Italian Soldier “Gives Some. Facts 
From Personal Experience 


An Italian soldicr belonging to a 
machine gun corps, who escaped the 
hands of:the Germans in the forced 
retreat from the Carso, writcs as fol- 
lows to a friend in Canada: 

I have learned that a large num- 
bef of the Italian prisoners: taken by 
the enemy were at-once sct to work 
at the front, so that they had to 
fight_against their. own comrades, 
and were exposed to their-fire, At 
the present moment, instead of being 
Sent to-concentration camps, they 
arc being cmployed on defence 
works, which:the enemy, fearing _‘a 
powerful attack by the allicd forces, 
[arc throwing up in great haste and 
fear. It Tas come to the knowledge 
jof the secretary of ~ national 
tance that the German military com- 
mander of Udine, soon after the pro- 
vince was occupied by the enemy, is- 
sued the following proclamation: 

(1) Within six hours, the inhabi- 
tants must surrender all. the ‘arms in 
their. possession to the commande;, 
HY the different places indicated. by 
111, $ 
_(2)° Within “six ‘hours: they must 
likewise bring——all--the . food. they 
possess, ; : 

(3) Every one must register his 
name at these placcs,. and each day 
at 11 o’clock, present himself, - when 
he will receive a ticket fer food for 
the day. 


(4) All men, xromien, and children | 


above 15 years of age are obliged 
to work in the. fields every day, in- 
cluding Sundays, from. 4 a.m. till’ 8 
p.m, but will’be given half an hour’s 
rest in the morning,.one hour and a 
half at midday, and half an hour: in 
the afternoon. - 

(5) ‘Men who hedge at-their work 
will be superintended by a German 
official, and when the agricultural 
work is over, will be imprisoned for 
six months, and every third. day be 
fed on bread and water, . 

(6) *Women who hedge ~ will be 
taken: out ‘of Italy and forced to 
work, When. the work is over they 
will be imprisoned for six. months. 

(7)- Children who hedge - will be 
beaten .with a stich. 

(8) The commander. reserves to 
himself the right to punish all lazy 
workmen by giving: them 20 strokes 
with a stick, ~ : 

“I-have two’ more: facts ‘to - give. 
The® Geriiians "have ‘systematically 
bombed defenécless villages ‘through- 
out Venetia, in order to terrorize the 
inhabitants, many of whom—women 
and children—have been ‘killed. . Sig- 
nor Guidica, a Venetian merchant, 
assures us that at Zenson. on: the 
Piave, where the enemy attempted to 
cross the river, they forced women 
and children to go in front, screened, 
behind whom, they fircd .on Italian 
troops. In beating the enemy back 
the lives of these helpless ones were 
sacrificed. To add indignity to 
cruelty the Germans have appointed 
a Turk to be governor. of Feltre! 

“The kaiser’s ambition is to rival 
Attila, after whom he has named-one 
of his sons, but when in the fifth cen- 
tury he devastated this same region, 
he was not guilty of such: barbarities. 
Attila was a noble savage, not a de- 
gencrate moral outcast like © -the 
kaiser and his war lords. No won- 
der that the Italian press should ex- 
press its amazement that there 
should still be found in England men 
who would grasp in peace and friend- 
ship the hands of these reprobiates, 
dripping with the blood of innocent 
women and children.”

A Poultry Plant for Saskatchewan

Blotting Paper 
Test for Seeds 


Germinating Qualities of the Seed 
Can Be Easily Determined 


For testing’ seeds with blotting ‘pa- 
soup plates and’two 
sheets of blotting paper, ink-spatter 
will not spoil it for this use. Pour a 
litle luke warm water in one soup 
plate, cover with one sheet of blot- 
ting paper. Place the seeds to be 
tested in little groups—from two to 
six of each variety. Number or name 
so that no mistake will be made, es- 
pecially. if there are two or 
‘varieties; cover with the — second 
sheet of blotter, and turn the second 
plate over this, and place in a warm 
spot near the stove. The Dilotting 
paper absorbs the water. sufficiently 
to keep the seeds damp, while the 
warmth promotes rapid growth. Ex- 
amine daily and add_a little water 
should the paper become dry. Some 
seeds will sprout in 24 hours, while 


some may riquire a few ‘days. It 
depends upon the variety and’ the 
age or strength of the secds. It is

$28.42 Profit Per Steer Was Realized 
in Three Month. 


On thirty-two head of steers which 
McMillan Bros. of Newton Siding, 
Man,, sold at the Union Stockyards, 
Winnipeg, a profit of $28.42 a head 
was. realized after deducting all cx- 
penses.

. Milk as a So id Food 


Specially Valuable for Children and 
Better ‘Than Meat 


The New York College of Agricul 
ture is responsible for the following 
interesting article on the value of 
milk as a solid food. 3 

Milk is a solid food-and not mercly 
a pleasing beverage. Although milk 
is swallowed as a liquid. it almost 
immediately becomes a solid food, 
for a process. similar to cheesemak- 
ing takes place in the human stom- 
ach, jiist as when junket is added to 
milk, it thickens into. the rather firm 
curd which is the solid, food: of milk. 
‘In the cheese factory this curd is 
ae into cheese; inthe stomach it 


is digested and becomes~ assimilated 
\into body tissue, -his curd may not 
| seem as solid a.food as meat, but it 
docs the same work in the kody and 
has the added advantage of *passing 
through the digestive process with- 
out as much of the decay.that = meat 
or other foods undergo. To let milk 
‘replace meat in the daily food,.in a 
measure, ig urged as a wisc move in 
war time. 

It is recognized that. there are 
some-adults and even some babics 
twho have difficulty in digesting milk. 
This difficulty. occurs’in the liquefy- 
ing of this curd, which must be lique- 
fied as it is digested. There is a 
simpl¢ way of correcting this diffi- 
culty; that is, to boil the milk. The 


curd formed from boiied milk is not 
nearly as large or so firm as that 
from fresh milk, f 

Milk is the kind .of -solid food 


which should be fed to little child- 
ren, for it is pointed out that they 
can use it to much better advantage 
than they can meat. It is a matter 
of common observation that — little 
kittens are subject to fits when fed 
-meat, and although little - children 
may not be so scriously affected, 
they may be made nervous and irri- 
table by it. It is even suggested that 
the crossness of some grownups may 
be due to too much meat. . Adults, 
however, can ustially make normal 
use of meat, but for children the very 
best solid food is mill,
